heavyweight title. But Magnum’s 
coach, Wrestling II, protested, say- 
ing that the only reason JYD of- 
fered T.A. the match was because 
he knew he could easily beat him. 

Now the student is testing his 
skills against his former coach, as 
T.A. feuds with Wrestling II with 
the North American title at stake. 

“I taught this punk everything 
he knows,” Wrestling II told us re- 
cently, “and he’s well aware of it, 
He owes everything to: me. If not 
for my training and knowledge, he 
wouldn’t be half the success he is 
today. I know that, he knows that, 
and the fans know that. But every- 
one is trying to tell me I’m wrong 
in this situation. I’m not wrong, 
and I'll prove it to that punk. I may 
have taught him all he knows, but 
I didn’t teach him all I know! He’s 
still got a few things left to lear.

With intensive training and 
Strategy sessions, however, Gilbert and Rich have quickly become a fine 
team. Rich has also stepped up his personal training regimen, which has 
helped his individual performance, and for these things he should be 
commended. 


THUMBS UP to Jerry Lawler: Lawler set his personal biases aside in order 
to keep the Mid-Southern tag team belts in the Mid-Southern area. When 
those belts were held by Elijah Akeem and Kareem Muhammad, there was a 
. threat that they might be taken to Florida by the champions’ financial backer, 
James J. Dillon. Dillon said he would take the belts out of the Mid-Southen 
area unless Lawler teamed with Jos LeDuc, who is managed by Lawler’s 
archrival, Jimmy Hart. Lawler put his hatred and prejudices aside to team with 
LeDuc. Lawler and LeDuc won the belts and successfully kept them in the 
Mid-Southern area, where they belong. 


Thumbs Down® 


THUMBS DOWN to Dino Bravo: Canadian International heavyweight cham- 
pion Bravo has been the center of controversy lately. When Bravo’s frequent 
tag team partner Rick Martel suggested that the two men wrestle each other, 
Bravo reacted with an attitude that was wholly unexpected. While Martel 
intended for the match to be a classic scientific encounter, Bravo felt com- 
pelled to take an extremely aggressive stance in the matchup. This in turn 
raises greater questions about Bravo’s dedication to the scientific method of 
wrestling. We are disappointed by Bravo's reaction to Martel’s challenge, and 
we sincerely hope that he is not considering a complete conversion to 
rulebreaking. 


THUMBS DOWN to The Spoiler: The veteran masked wrestler recently 
revealed the identity of Sweet Brown Sugar as Skip Young, hoping to damage 
his rival’s career. The Spoiler didn’t realize was that Young has never tried to 
hide his identity with the mask; he only wears it because he likes to. If asked, 
he’ll tell you exactly who he is. Still, Spoiler did try to hurt Young, and now he 
is claiming that any masked wrestler who crosses his path will have his 
identity revealed. We condemn The Spoiler for his attempts to undermine the 
basic precepts and traditions of masked wrestling. 


THUMBS DOWN to Sot. Slaughter: While Slaughter has got to be admired 
for his defense of patriotism in the face of The Iron Sheik’s insults of the 
United States (indeed, receiving a “thumbs up” for that reason in last month’s 
issue), we feel compelled to point out that there are two problems with 
Slaughter’s campaign: First, he has continued to wrestle in tag team matches, 
both conventional and six-man, with such partners as Tiger Chung Lee and 
Mr. Fuji. Second, Slaughter has become single-mindedly obsessed with his 
campaign against The Iron Sheik, and we question whether this may be 
hurting his training regimen and his career as a whole. 


THUMBS DOWN to Terry Taylor: Taylor, who entered the Mid-South area 
and immediately began feuding with “The Russian Connection” of Nikolai 
Volkoff and Krusher Khrushchev, has now gone just a bit too far. With 
assistance from “The Rock ’n’ Roll Express,” Taylor attacked Khrushchev 
and painted him red. First of all, Taylor should have had better sense and 
resisted sinking to the rulebreakers’ level with the sneak-attack. Secondly, 
Taylor’s preoccupation with the Russians has stunted his progress toward the 
North American championship. Taylor should forget about revenge and redi- 
rect his energies toward that title.

Gino Brito Jr. is one of the few 
second-generation wrestlers 
whose lifelong goal was not to 
become a professional wrestler. 
Gino always thought he lacked the 
physical tools fo compete. The only 
thing he really lacked was self. 
confidence. Thanks to his father, 
that’s something he now has in

professional wrestling 
was that all the wrestlers were so 
big.” 

To a four-year-old boy following 
behind his father in an arena dress- 
ing room, the men who made their 
living in the wrestling ring were gi- 
ants. Looking up from a height of 
about 40 inches, little Gino Brito 
Jr. saw the the wrestlers as moun- 
tains, some twice as tall and three 
times as wide as he. 

Even as Gino Jr. got older, he 
never thought he would be big 
enough to be a professional wres- 
tler. “I never even considered it,”’ 
he said. “I was never a big kid, 
and I figured I had no chance at 
being a success in wrestling.” 

His lack of interest in becoming 
a wrestler went against the Brito 
family grain. Not only his father 
was a wrestler; Gino Jr.’s uncle 
Lou Kelly and grandfather Jack 
Britton had made their livings in 
the ring. 
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“I think that was another reason 
why I didn’t choose wrestling right 
off,” he said. “I saw my father 
come back from the arena sore, 
limping, sometimes stiched up after 
being cut. It didn’t look like a 
whole lot of fun to me. And I was 
so small as it was. I figured there 
was no hope.” 

Gino Jr. hit the 5°10’? mark in 
his teens and stopped . growing. 
When he was 15, his father encour- 
aged him to start working out. “I 
saw he was having problems with 
his size,’’ Gino Sr. said. ‘‘It was 
always something that bothered 
him. I know what going to the 
gym did for me when I was his 
age. I’m not the biggest guy in the 
world either, you know. 

“IT can’t say enough for going to 
the gym and working out,’’ he con- 
tinued. “‘First of all, keeping your 
body in shape is important no mat- 
ter what you do. I don’t care if 
you’re an athlete or an accountant, 
you have only one body. You have 


to keep it as healthy as you can. I 
think the way it helped my son is 
that it gave him a little more confi- 
dence in himself. As he started to 
get some size, as his chest and his 
arms filled out, he got more secure 
about himself.’’ 

Gino Jr. began wrestling in high 
school and enjoyed the sport im- 
mensely. ‘‘I liked the fact that there 
were weight classifications in ama- 
teur wrestling,’’ he said. “I wasn’t 
going to be wrestling kids who 
were a lot bigger than I was. I 
learned a lot about wrestling while 
in high school, and I got more con- 
fident about my ability.”’ 

Brito spent two years at Old 
Montreal College, and then took a 
job as the manager of a parts de- 
partment at an auto dealership. But 
he found the regimentation of 
those lives stifling. “I don’t like 
having a regular schedule, and I 
hate being in the same place for 
too long,’”’ he said. ‘During the

summers in high school, I used to 
travel with my dad. This way, he’d 
have someone to train: with all the 
time, and I’d get to travel.’ 
Brito Jr. had built himself up to 
225 pounds by the time he was 21. 
“Dad came to me one day and 
asked me if I wanted a summer 
job,” he recalled. ‘‘Then he told 
me the summer job was as a pro- 
fessional wrestler. I laughed, but he 
was serious. I kept saying I was too 
small, but then he dragged me over 
to the mirror. I wasn’t so small 
anymore. I had never really looked 
at myself. I always saw that little 
skinny kid when I looked in the 
mirror, and that wasn’t me any- 
more. Dad really made me look. I 
liked what I saw, and I said yes. I 
wasn’t about to spend the rest of 
my life in a garage, anyway.” 
Brito Jr. won his first profes- 
sional match, defeating Tony Russo 
is St. Jerome, Quebec, on May 14, 
1983. What started as a summer 
job has turned into a career. 
“This is the best possible career 
for me,”’ Brito Jr. ‘‘I get to travel, 
to see different places.

This 
arena has hosted some classic 
matches, there’s no question about 
that.’’ 

A brief silence was followed by 
Flair’s indication to the driver to 
move on. We continued what 
amounted to a tour of Atlanta with 
Flair acting as tour guide.

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interjected. 

Flair broke into a wide grin. 
“Now you’re talking, daddy, that’s 
the city to end all cities,” Flair 
said. ‘‘And let me tell you, I can’t 
wait. It’s been too long since I’ve 
been able to visit New York, and 
I’ve never been able to wrestle 
there. I get a lot of fan mail from 
people in New York, New Jersey, 
and thereabouts, but this’ll be the 
first time they’ll be able to lay eyes 
on the greatest wrestler in the world 
today, the pinnacle of excellence, 
NWA World — champion. 
Whooo! It’s going to be exciting!” 

Flair was referring to the first 
card of NWA wrestling to be held 
in the New York-metropolitan area 
in 20 years. It will take place on 
May 29.in the Brendan Byrne Are- 
na in New Jersey’s Meadowlands 
sports complex, just a few miles 
from midtown Manhattan. 

“Oh yeah, I’m ready, I’m ready 
for this one like I’ve been ready for 
no other match in a long time,” 
Flair said. The limousine continued 
to cruise the streets of downtown 
Atlanta, but in his own mind, Flair 
was already strutting down 
Broadway! 


“The scramble is on,”’ Flair con-

Driving down Peachtree Street, 
we passed the Hyatt Regency Ho- 
tel. ‘“‘Great restaurant here called 
‘Clock Of 5’s’,”’ Flair said. “The 
duckling is sensational. And there’s 
‘another one in the hotel called 
‘Hugo’s.’ Great French food.” 

Leaning over to the bar, Flair 
poured a club soda for himself and 
a ginger ale for me. 

“I Jove Atlanta,’? Flair said, 
‘there’s something special about it. © 
It’s got a personality all its own.” 

‘Not like New York, though,”’ I 
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Tommy Rich was faced with the most difficult decision of his life. 
He knew there were legal means to bring him back into 
wrestling, but he wasn’t sure if he could justify his return 
morally, Ultimately, the fans would cast the deciding vote 


HE COMMISSIONER PACED in 

front of his desk. Being one of 
the most important figures in the 
Mid-Southern wrestling area, this 
man was used to getting his way. 
But sitting in front of him was 
Tommy Rich. A stuuborn Tommy 
Rich. So far, the commissioner had 
tried logic, shouting, and pleading. 
He couldn’t get Rich to change his 
mind. 

“Doesn't it bother you that the 
fans are so unhappy?’' the commis- 
sioner asked. ‘‘Doesn’t it hurt you 
to Know how much you're hurting 
them?” 

Rich turned away before saying, 
“Of course it hurts. The greatest 
thrill of my life is to hear the fans 
cheering for me. I’ve read their let- 
ters. Every time someone asks me 
to return to wrestling it eats away at 
me. | wish there was something | 
could do.” 

“There is!’’ the commissioner 
shouted. ‘‘Contracts are made to 
be broken. You could drive a truck 
through the loopholes in this one. | 
have a dozen lawyers ready to prove 
the contract violates laws up and 
down the line. As a concerned citi- 
zen, you should want to break this 
contract.” 

Rich said softly, ‘‘l signed the 
contract in good faith. | knew what 
| was doing. The loser of my match 
against DiBiase would leave wres- 
tling forever. | entered into the 
agreement in good faith. | never 
welched in my life. | don’t care if it 
violates some obscure law. The 
spirit of the agreement still holds. | 
won't return to wrestling.’’ 

To many, what Rich was saying 
would seem hypocritical. Although 
it was never proven, most people 
believe that after Tommy lost the 
loser leave wrestling match against 
Ted DiBiase in Atlanta, he had 


come back to wrestle under a mask 
as Mr. R. One source, a close ob- 
server of the Georgia scene who 
asked to remain anonymous, said 
that Tommy had had second 
thoughts about using the Mr. R 
identity and he was being sincere 
in now saying that he would honor 
the terms of his match with 
DiBiase. 

“Tommy, you're just being self- 
ish!’’ the commissioner snarled. 
“You and your high-and-mighty 
principles. It doesn’t matter to you 
how: many people are hurt, as long 
aS you can maintain that noble 
posture. Think about this for a 
minute. There are times when 
things aren’t simply right or wrong. 
There are times when tough 
choices have to be made, when the 
common good in the long run has 
to be considered. Maybe some 
principles have to be bent, maybe 
some compromises have to be 
made. And just maybe somebody's 
reputation has to get a little tar- 
nished. Think about those letters 
from the fans. Think about their 
petitions begging you to come 
back. Think about what you mean 
to them, how few heroes people 
have in their lives these days. And 
think about wrestling, whether or 
not it will be a better sport. because 
you're in it. Get off the pedastal, 
Tommy, and start thinking about 
someone else.”’ 

Rich was visibly upset by the 
time the commissioner had finished 
his speech. Tommy's jaw worked 
furiously, as if he were trying to say 
something. When the words 
wouldn’t come, the young grappler 
stood up and stormed out of the 
room. 

That night, Tommy reread the 
letters and petitions asking him to 
come back to wrestling. His mind

filled with the faces of fans he re- 
membered cheering him to victory. 
It’s a gift, Tommy realized, to make 
people happier in this world. He 
was blessed with that gift. Did he 
have the right not to use that gift 
as it was intended? As he glanced 
once again over the letters, he 
wondered. 

He then called up friends. As 
Brad Armstrong recalls, ‘It wasn't 
really a conversation. | was on the 
phone for half an hour and all | got 
to say was hello and goodbye. Tom- 
my just spilled his guts, arguing 
with himself. Did he have the right 
to return? Did he have the right not 
to return? | tried to say something 
but couldn’t get a word in edge- 
wise. He was the most tormented 
man | ever heard. When our con- 
versation was over, it was impossi- 
ble to tell what he decided. All | 
knew was that if he did return, it 
would definitely be in the Mid-

OU CAN SPOT the great 

ones instantly. They naturally 
move with more confidence, 
grace, and physical assurance. 
Born with great instincts, they are 
driven to forge their gifts into an 
art form. This is true in all walks 
of life. They establish themselves 
early and never disappoint. 

Another trait they all have in 
common is their inability to be 
satisfied. Forced by fate to strive 
for an impossible perfection, they 
constantly strive to become better. 
Even after their greatest accom- 
plishments, the best will always 
think about what went wrong and 
how to prevent it from happening 
again. They are in a constant war 
with human fallibility. It's a war 
they know they can’t win, but it’s 
the only one worth fighting. 

Mike Von Erich, the youngest 
of the Von Erich brothers, has 
been waging that war ever since 
he was a child. Brother Kerry re- 
calls, ‘‘“When we’d see our dad, 
Fritz Von Erich, wrestle, the older 
brothers were enthralled by his 
abilities. Not Mike. He couldn't 
have been 10 the first time he 
started rattling off Dad’s mistakes 
after a match. At first, Dad 
thought it was cute. The cuteness 
wore off when he realized Mike 
was right. He couldn’t get angry 
at Mike, but it must be hard to 
have a little kid correctly lecture 
you about your mistakes. Dad 
handled it real well. He discussed

things with Mike as if he were an 
equal. They had serious discus- 
sions that lasted for over an hour. 
The other brothers would join 
sometimes. | think it’s those dis- 
cussions that convinced us to be- 
come wrestlers. As the Bible says, 
‘A little child shall lead them.’ ” 
Experts believe Mike, no longer 
a little child, will someday lead 
wrestling with a world heavy- 
weight championship. Already, 


he’s worked his way into that 
small group of men deserving to 
be called superstars. Wrestling 
journalists don’t dub someone a 
Superstar easily; they almost nev- 
er consider one as young as Mike 
to fall into that category. But Mike, 
seemingly from the age of 10, has 
always been special. The only 
person who doesn’t believe Mike 
Von Erich to be a superstar is 
Mike Von Erich himself. 
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Von Erich, displaying the characteristic Von 
Erich agility, lands a beautiful dropkick 
against Butch Reed. Mike feels he cannot 
be considered a superstar until he becomes 
more consistent. 


‘| have the potential,’’ he says, 
“but a lot of guys have the poten- 
tial. It’s the very few, though, who 
make the sacrifices to realize their 
natural capabilities. I’ve got a long 
way to go. Right now, | honestly 
believe I'm a good wrestler with 
maybe three great matches to his 
credit. A lot of guys can claim 
that. When | can consistently 
wrestle at my best, then | can be 
called a superstar. 

‘| take that back. When | can 
consistently wrestle better than 
my best, that’s when you can call 
me a superstar. Let me explain: | 
saw my father wrestle men with 
more natural ability than he had. 
Yet Dad always beat them. To 
win, he could be better than it 
seemed possible. It was sort of a 
mental insistence on his part that 
he was going to win. The other 
guy didn’t have that. I’m not sure 
enough of myself to really have 
mastered that mental insistence. 
Guys like Harley Race, Dusty 
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Rhodes, and Ric Flair have it. 
They’re always beating guys who 
should beat them.” 

Accused of being a perfection- 
ist, Mike replied, “Of course. Only 
the mediocre are satisfied with 
less. Logically, | know it’s impossi- 
ble to be perfect. But you don’t 
have.to be able to reach a goal to 
know it’s worthwhile. And perfec- 
tion is the only goal worth 
reaching.” 

Many believe Mike’s greatest 
match was against NWA champi- 
on Ric Flair in a special 10-minute 
time limit bout. When reminded of 
the battle, Mike smiled like a kid 
remembering his first circus. 


“That was one of my _ three 


great matches so far,” he con- 
cedes reluctantly, not wishing to 
appear to be bragging. After 
watching videotapes of the match, 
I'd say | was as good as | can be 
for seven of those 10 minutes. 
Watching the tapes, | could see 
Flair knew it. He let me dominate 
the action, though | don’t think he 
had any choice. But this gets us 
back to what | was saying about 
greatness and being a superstar. 
Flair let me dominate, but he 


didn’t let me control. If you put his 


abilities and my abilities that night 
into a computer, | would have 
been declared the winner within 
five minutes. But what makes 
Flair a superstar, that insistence 
on not losing, is what kept me 
from winning. I’m very proud of 
that match, but I’m going to be 
even prouder the night | beat 
Flair.” 

Those who know Mike best be- 
lieve he can beat Flair. They also 
believe he will be proud that night 
but not satisfied. He’ll worry about 
the inevitable mistakes, analyze 
Flair’s best moments, and work to 
cofrect his errors. Mike’s ultimate 
goal isn’t the NWA championship 
but perfection. It’s a goal he 
knows he can’t reach, but nothing 
less seems worth the trouble. 

“Mike is the kind of guy,” 
brother Kerry explains, “who has 
to have an impossible goal. That’s 
what keeps him interested and 
hungry. If he chose a goal he 
could realize, he’d quit wrestling 
the next day and start something 
else. He needs to strive for some- 
thing unattainable. That's what 
makes him a superstar.” O

“HOW 
_ PROFESSIONAL WRESTLING 
SAVED MY LIFE!” 


In part one of this story, last 
month, Billy Jack wrote about his 
youth. About his close-knit family. 
About his determination to become 
a boxer. Everything in Billy Jack’s 
life was going so smoothly. 

Then tragedy struck: Billy’s un- 
cle, who lived with his family all 
his life, died in April 1969 when 
Billy was 15. His mother died less 
than two weeks later. 

Soon after, Billy quit high 
school, quit boxing, and began 
hanging around the wrong people. 
His father felt a stint in the Army 
might help, but Billy went AWOL 
soon after signing up. 

Billy’s father became blind in the 
left eye and then the right, and 
Billy took a job as a janitor. Billy 
began gambling heavily and gétting 
into streetfights. One particular 
fight led to an appearance before a 
judge, who found him guilty of 
first-degree assault charges. 

Billy received a five-year jail 
sentence.

SPENT NEARLY two years in 

prison, and all I did was lift 
weights. It was an experience, man! 

At the age of 26 I was paroled 
on a YMCA work-release program. 
My family greeted me with love. 
My dad was on retirement income, 
and my brothers had jobs. But I 
was just nothing, as far as I was 
concerned»

tale of personal strength. In it, you'll meet 


Billy Jack as he was before he entered 


professional wrestling: a misguided youth, 
a victim of incredible tragedy, a man who 
lacked self-confidence—and an incredible 


athlete who found his true calling in life 
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With his willingness to take chances and his enormous strength, Billy Jack was a natural 
for pro wrestling. Billy springs toward Kendo Nagasaki from the turnbuckles (above) and 
hits the Japanese star with an elbowsmash (below). Hacksaw Duggan will be the victim of a 
thudding Billy Jack bodyslam (top right). 
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Then one day I sat down and 
talked to myself. I said: ‘‘Start 
thinking big.”’ 

I started playing racquetball, and 
I continued to lift weights. At the 
age of 27 I won the YMCA Open 
Racquetball tournament. That was 
exciting for me. 

Then, one Saturday night, I was 
watching a professional wrestling 
program on television. Our family 
always used to watch wrestling to- 
gether, and while I was watching 
the show, something in my head 
clicked. 

I wanted to become a pro wres- 
tler. I knew that I could become a 
success if I gave if everything I had. 

My plan was first to pump up 
on the weights. I entered the Mr. 
Pacific Coast bodybuilding compe- 
tition, and it was there that I met 
Don Owen, the promoter in Port- 
land, Oregon. I talked to him and 
very sincerely said, “‘Mr. Owen, I 
want to become a_ professional 
wrestler. Can you help me?” 

The Mr. Pacific Coast competi- 
tion was nine months away, and I 
trained four hours each day, six 
days a week. I never missed a 
workout. I lived in the gym. People 
saw the results. They saw that I 
wanted to win, and I knew that I 
wanted to win. For the first time in 
my life since I was 13, I knew what 
I wanted. I was a little older now, 
and smarter than ever.

1982, and I won. Half of my 
dream was fulfilled. The next Sat- 
urday I went to the arena and got 
to talk with Don Owen again. He 
liked my attitude and felt I had a 
good wrestling physique. 

“Pm a good judge of charac- 
ter,” he said. ‘I think I’ll give you 
a chance, but understand, you’re 
the only one I’ve ever done this 
for.” 

Don sent me to Calgary, Alber- 
ta, Canada, to start training with 
Stu Hart. I had $300 to my name 
when I got there. 

There were a lot of big, tough 
guys there. They stretched my abili- 
ties from here to Sunday. I never 
cried or gave in, though there were 
times I wanted to—I knew that this 
was my last chance in life. 

After two weeks, Stu took me 
aside and told me I was going to 
make it. I was 6’3’’, 255 pounds, 
rock-hard, and ready. I had my 


first match in August 1982, against 
the rugged top contender, Duke 
Myers, and wrestled him to a 15- 
minute draw. 

After two more mionths, I went 
to Portland, and it was like a 
dream come true. Standing in that 
ring was just amazing! My entire 
family was there, and my dad was 
so proud. All the love and dreams 
that I had searched for came at 29 
years of age. 

Professional wrestling is the best 
thing that ever happened to me and 
my family. My dad went to the 
matches with me, and on one tele- 
vision interview, my dad was there 
and we embraced and expressed 
our love for each, other. My broth- 
er never missed one of my matches 
in Portland. 

I teamed with Stan Stasiak, and 
we won the Pacific Northwest tag 
team belts one month after my 
debut. 


I won the Pacific Northwest 
heavyweight title from The Dyna- 
mite Kid and held it until I left for 
Florida to see Dusty Rhodes. 

The reason I left Portland to 
meet Dusty—and I want all my 
Pacific Northwest fans to under- 
stand this—is because he comes 
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from the streets, too. He knows 
what it’s like to be down to the 
very bottom of life, to have a 
dream, and to finally achieve it. 

I think big. I want to be world 
champion some day. Dusty made it 
by raw determination, blood, and 
guts. So far, since I’ve come to 
Florida, Dusty has helped me in so 
many ways. I love the man so 
much. 

Now I hope the readers.of this 
magazine, all my fans everywhere, 
can understand and see why wres- 
tling has brought my life and my 
family back together again. 

It’s the toughest profession in the 
world, but like they say, ‘‘no pain, 
no gain.”’ And I want the people to 
know where I’m coming from—my 
family already knows—and that’s 
why I wrote this story. 

As long as I’m in professional 
wrestling, T’ll always remain Billy 
Jack—‘‘The People’s Choice!”

GORGEOUS GEORGE VS. THE DESTROYER 


ND JIM GARVIN thinks he’s 
gorgeous? 
No, Gorgeous George was the 
original king of conceit. It’s com- 
mon knowledge that Muhammad 


Ali patterned his fast-talking brag- 
gart style after that of Gorgeous 
George. Perfume in the ring, valets 
bowing and scraping at his feet ... 
George was the original. Since his 


heyday, he’s been’ often imitated, 
but never duplicated. 

I can’t imagine a greater contrast 
to George than The Destroyer. Rug- 
ged and tough, The Destroyer de-

spised everything that 
represented. 

Their differences finally reached 
a head in November 1962 in Los 
Angeles. It was a mask vs. hair 
match, and the fever that built up 
among the fans was incredible. Af- 
ter all, who could imagine Gor- 
geous George without those blond 
tresses caressing his shoulders? And 
what would happen to The De- 
stroyer's career after the mystery of 
his identity was solved? ‘ 

With so much at stake in this 
match, both wrestlers vowed to bat- 
tle until they dropped from exhaus- 
tion. Referee Johnny “Red Shoes” 
Dugan was given the assignment of 
trying to maintain control. 

This match was one of the 
classics. The Destroyer focused his 
attack on George’s left arm 
throughout, and the _ strategy 
worked to perfection. 

When they raised The Destroy- 
er’s hands in victory, the crowd 
went wild with anticipation—Gor- 
geous George was going to lose his 


George 


gorgeous hair! 

I remember sitting in the cheap 
seats in the Olympic Auditorium 
and thinking, “Oh hell, it's going to 
be like a battle royal when they try 
and cut off George's hair. This is 
going to be a mess!” 

I remember seeing two men in 
suits and ties and pencil-thin mous- 
taches—damned if I can remember 
who they were—climb into the ring 
bearing combs, scissors, razors, and 
a bag to hold the. hair. 

And I remember seeing Gor- 
geous George just sitting there—do- 
ing nothing! I was amazed! He 
didn’t flinch an inch. I was certain 
that he was going to go crazy any 
minute. He didn’t. He just sat there 
and let them cut his hair. Then he 
sat there and let them shave him 
bald. 

Go figure it. | would have bet the 
whole paycheck that he wouldn't 
have let them touch him. But he 
did, and they did, and the next 
thing I knew Gorgeous George was 
slick as a cue ball. 


And this was the man who 
primped and preened, who had his 
valets spritz the ring with perfume 
so he didn’t have to smell the sweat 


and stench from the previous 
match. The man who was fussy 
about himself beyond all reasonable 
belief. 

And he let them cut his hair 
without so much as a gripe or a 
growl. It was probably Gorgeous 
George’s most uncharacteristic mo- 
ment ever in professional 
wrestling! O

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Ratings scrapbook: We thought it might be interesting to 
compare this month’s ratings for the three major federa- 
tions—NWA, AWA, and WWF—with those of one, five, and 
10 years ago. So we did. After examining the ratings on 
pages 46 and 47 with those in the July 1983, July 1979, and 
July 1974 issues of The Wrestler, here’s what we came up 
with: 


®Only one man—Nick 
Bockwinkel—was_ rated in 
his respective federation 
(the AWA) in all four years. 
In 1974, he was rated num- 
ber seven (the AWA World 
champion back then was 
Verne Gagne); in 1979 and 
1983, Bockwinkel held the 
AWA title; this month, 
Bockwinkel drops to the 
number two spot behind 
Jumbo Tsuruta and Black- 
jack Lanza. Remarkably, 
Harley Race, who began 
his first of seven NWA 
World title reigns in 1973, appears in only three of the four 
months we looked at. (In the July 1983 issue, Race was not 
rated at all in the NWA, 

®@ Of the 10 men rated behind NWA World champion Jack 
Brisco in 1974, three would go on to win that coveted title— 
Harley Race (who won his second NWA title, from Terry 
Funk, on February 6, 1977), Terry Funk (who defeated Jack 
Brisco for the title on December 10, 1975), and Dusty Rhodes 
(who defeated Harley Race on August 21, 1979, and again on 
June 21, 1981, for his two title reigns). A fourth man in that 
top 10 was a former NWA champion—Dory Funk Jr.—who 
had defeated Gene Kiniski on February 11, 1969, for the title, 
and defended the belt successfully for more than four years. 

®@ Of the eight individuals who have held the WWF heavy- 
weight title since its inception in 1963, four were ranked in 
the 1974 ratings and are still wrestling today: Ivan Koloff 
(rated number five in the AWA in 1974 behind then-champi- 
on Verne Gagne), Pedro Morales (number one in the WWF 
in 1974 behind then-champion Bruno Sammartino), Stan 
Stasiak (number five in the WWF in 1974), and Superstar Billy 
Graham (number one in the AWA in 1974).

Zumhofe is a dynamic com- 
petitor who has impressed many observers around the world 
with his distinct aerial style.
